CHINESE REFORMERS 


O 


UTSIDERS know little and understand less of China. 


We get information from time to time colored by 


the theories and opinions of those who give them, and 
•when coining from a Chinaman it Is not 'always to be re- 
lied upon. 
Still an interview with Leong- Kai Cheu, 


founder of the reform association and 'the most powerful 
man in Chinese politics and educational affairs is of inter- 
est and affords some insight into conditions that exist in 
that country. He is in this country trying to stir up en- 
thusiasm among the reform branches in the United States. 


"Our principal aim," he says, "is the rethronement of 


the emperor, for without his aid we can accomplish noth- 
ing in the way of reform. 


"The empress dowager is hopelessly set against any 


movement whatsoever that will end in the slightest de- 
gree to get away from the customs of ancient China. All 
her protestations and promises are absolutely insincere, 
and we who know her best have not the least idea of ac- 
complishing anything through her. 


•"The emperor, ss'hile he is Maanchue and a man of no 


very consijiclous ability, nevertheless is imbued with the 
idea that the empire, to progress must get in line with 
the other nations ol" the earth and abandon many useless 
and handicapping customs. He has gotten all his ideas of 
•western civilization from Japanese, English and American 
sources, and it is these three people that he \\ould take for 
his models in fashioning a new regime. 


"It would surpiise you to know the number of men who 


are connected directly with the Pekin government who are 
members of the reform party. Our next aim is the framing. 
of a constitution and the establishment of a house of par- 
liament similar in general respects to that of England, 
•where our son '-ay take a hand in the government. The 
third aim is a Uuough reform in the matter of education. 
China to kee" pace with the other nations of the earth 
Tnust establish a system of education on modern lines. 


"'Ihe Chi> cse reformers do not wish the empire to break 


away from :ill of its old traditions. No country can give 
•up ail of if", traditions and gain by it. "What we want 
is simply the addition of certain essential principles of 
"western civilization to our national lite. 
The emperor 


realizes this, ami these schemes, begun already and inter- 
rupted, v\ill be resumed, and very soon. I might add here 
that the nations to feel the first elfects of beneficial reform 
in China \\ ill be the United States, England and Japan. 
The Chinese have received their first and only Impres- 
sions of foreign civilizations from these three countries, 
and will mould their ne\\ national life from a composite 
Idea gained i'l om the three " 


It may be questioned whether it is not too late for any 


thing in the way of effective reforms to be accomplished 
in China. Domestic dissentions, the lack of any national 
feeling, the unwillingness of any powerful class to get In 
line with any modern ways, the troubles with other na- 
tions that threaten to result in the dismemberment of the 
nation, would seem to make the issue doubtful. If the cri- 
sis can be postponed the reformers may be able to build 
ut> a powerful party, and place their country in a position 
•where it can resist attacks from without, while 'healing 
Internal dissentions. At any rate the reform party is ap- 
parently the only hope of China to-day. 


MILES DEFENDS HIS REPORT

ENERAL MILES is not in the least intimidated by 


the rebukes of the strenuous Roosevelt or the open 


hostility of the clique In the War Department. In a let- 
ter to the Army and Navy Journal he defends his recent 
report on conditions as he found them in the Philippines 
and asserts that he went there, not on a pleasure trip, 
•but by order of the president with Instructions to give 
special attention to the discipline and supplies of the army 


The Orleans Daily States in commenting on the matter 


says: 
"We are quite sure that all right-thinking people 


•will support the contentions of General Miles that there 
are no conditions In the Philippines to warrant cruelty or 
a departure from the honorable method of conducting 
"warfare, and he places himself squarely on record as op- 
posed to overlooking and condoning such departures as 
have been made since the American occupation of the is- 
lands. He does not hesitate to say that certain officers 
were responsible for the acts of appalling cruelty that 
have been committed by soldiers, and men in the ranks 
he compliments highly. He makes the charge tha't soldiers 
have -withheld fire when ordered to shoot prisoners; that 
they haev protested against cruelty and urged their peo- 
ple at home to call attention to these crimes. 


General Miles' letter to the Army and Navy Journal 


•will not be pleasant reading for Secretary Root and oth- 
ers connected with the war department who have been ta- 
iloring assiduously to keep from the American people all 
knowledge of the atrocities committed in the Philippines. 
It -will now be in order to administer another reprimand to 
General Miles for "telling tales out of school," and the 
chances are that it will be forthcoming when the galloping 
Teddy returns from his junketing trip through the west.

improvements 
of the 


streets and alleys; 
the improvement 


and preservation of the city parks; the. 
construction repair and preservation of 
all sidewalks, bridges, drains and sew- 
ers within the limits of said City; the 
prevention and removal of obstructions 
'rom the streets/alleys and sidewalks 
of the said City; the 
empoundment 


and disposal or destruction of all doga 
upon which an annual per capita tax 
shall have not been paid which may be 
required by any ordinance 
now in 


force in the said City of Keno or may 
be hereinafter enacted 
by 
the City 


Council of the said City of Reno; the 
empoundment and disposal of all other 
animals running at large in said City. 


Provided, that all acts of the said 


superintendent shall be subject to the 
direction and control of the said City 
Council and its duly appointed com- 
mittees.
